Of his 
speech at Calgary it says: “He de 
clared himeelf proud to be » supporter 
of the government which in their 
tariff policy and in their land 
policy deserved the greatest com- 
mendation.” In none of the 
published reports of Mr, Oliver's 
remarks (not including those of the 
Free Press) do the quotations which 


that paper assumes to have made 
appear.

THE PLEBISCITE. 


Orrawa, March 338, 99. 


A delegation of the Dominion 
Temperance Alliance met with the 
temperance members of parliament 
yesterday morning to discuss parlia- 
mentary aetion consequent on the 
plebiseite. Although the alliance 
had elsewhere demanded prohibitory 
legislation at once they did not repeat 
the demand; but rather intimated 
that the situation was difficult and 
that they were prepared to accept any 
reasonable solution. FF. S. Spence, 
secretary, said that prohibition was 
unquestionably earried in all the 
provinces except Quebec. If the 
majerity of the other provinces had 
not the right to force prohibition 
upon Quebec, Quebec certainly had 
not the right to prevent those other 
provinces from having prohibition. 
There was a good deal of crossfiring 
amongst members, desirous of protect- 
ing party interests, and between 
members and the alliance. The 
allianee was specifically accused of 
having supported intemperate men 
who were willing to sign a pledge of 
support against known temperance 
men who would not sign such a pledge. 
In response to a demand for a de- 
finite proposition. Mr. Spence sub- 
mittec the following resolution: 
“That in the opinion of this meeting 
the results of the recent plesiscite sre 
sueh as call for the enactment of 
prohibitory legislation.” | MeClure, 
M. P., moved in amendment, that 
the demand for prohibition expressed 
in the vote should not be ignored by 
parliament ; and that as the govern- 
ment had declined to introduce pro- 
hibitory legislation, “a committee of 
seven be appointed to decide upon a 
plan of action whereby the views of 
those in favor of prohibition may be 
brought before parliament.” ‘The 
amendment was carried, amc Senator 
Vidal and Messrs. Flint, McClure, 
Ganang, Christie, McMullen and 
Moore were appointed the committee 
to report as soon as possible. 


SESSION NOTES.

Ten days since parliament assemb- 
led for the despatch of business, and 
five days have been ostensibly spent 
in the despatch of that business, but 
as yet no business has been iespatched 
nor, as far as the ordinary observer 
can see, has any progress been made 
towards its despatch.

Had 
they said anything which they could 
be compelled to stick to, or if the fact 
of their talking once would prevent 
them from talking again, it might be 
held that some progress had been 
made.

This is 
in fact the time honored debate on the 
address, in which both parties are 
sparring for wind, so to speak, al- 
though they already seem to have 
wind to spare. If there is any reason 
for what seems in the inst degreo 
unreasonable (that is the waste of the 
time of the representatives of the 
country; who may be supposed to 
have been called together to do some- 
thing) it is that each party is trying 
to draw from the other an indication 
of its principal points of policy for the 
session, while conesaling its own. 
This being the object great latitude is 
allowed the speakers ; a liberty whieh 
sometimes degenerates into license ; in 
which reliance is plaeed on buffoonery 
or vituperation to arouse otherwise 
flagging interest. Once the leaders 
on each side had speken, active 
interest in’ the debate ceased. The 
ordinary member can get relief from 
the wearying and ceaseless flow of 
words by going out; but Mr. Speaker 
(so-called because he only listens) has 
to suffer night and day and day after 
day. The result to him almost 
amounts to manslaughter. And the 
end is not yet. It is now expeeted 


that this alleged debate will be kept 


up until the house adjourns for Easter 


on Wednesday or Thursday next. 


Parliamentary government in Canada 
might still’be improved ; and to cut | 


short the never useful and frequently 
absured debate on the address would 
bea valuable ent. Besides 
the two leaders, and the movers, 
Messrs. Foster, Bergeron, Craig, 
Broder, Davin, and Pope, of the 
opposition, and Sir Richard Cart- 
wright, and Messrs. Britton, Casey, 
and Talbot, of the government side 
have spoken. Davis, of Saskatche- 
wan, will open the debate on Monday. 
So far as can be gathered the inten- 
tion of the government is to push the 
redistribution bill; let the idea of 
reciprocity with the United States 
die a natural death ; pass resolutions 
to be forwarded to the British parlia- 
ment recommending reform of the 
senate; and take no action regarding 
temperance legislation. The opposi- 
tion will fight redistribation—which 
they call gerrymander—oppose re- 
form of the senate ; and while abus- 
ing the government, stand with it 
on the tariff; on temperance; on 
reciprocity ; and on the fast Atlantic 


line. 

Notices ave been accumulating on 
the order paper, as none are disposed 
of while the debate on the address is 
in progress. Douglas has a bill to 
regulate the grain trade, which allows 
shipment of grain without restriction. 
Also to relieve joint securities for 
seed grain advances. Also respecting 
abandoned lands controlled by colon- 
ization companies. Richardson is in- 
troduciag his bill to permit the 
attachment of the salaries of public 
employess, for debt. Morrison and 
Domville ask a number of questions 
regarding matters in the Yukon. The 
questions have particular interest as 
both members have been there. 


At a meeting of western members 
held at the call of the minister of 
inland revenue, the minister decided 
to call a meeting of the western grain 
standard boards to consider the ques- 
tions of permanent (instead of the 
present temporary) wheat grades for 
No, 1 hard and No. 1 northern; and 
of mixing wheat in elevators. The 
opinion seemed to prevail that if the 
higher wheat standards were per- 
manently settled, the diffieulties 
arising from the mixing of grain in 
slevators would be disminished to a 
geoat degree. It is thought that 
the lower standards might be re- 
arranged each year to meet the cir- 
cumstanees—as all are at present. 
No legislative action will be taken 
until the grain standards board 
reports.

SETTLER'S TIMBER. 


Az order has been issued recently by the 
land commissioner at Ottawa to increase 
the amount of sawn lumber allewed a 
settler in place cf the 3,000 lineal feet ef 
logs, from 6,759 feet board measure to 9,250 
feet beard measure, an increase of 2,500 
fees. This is in the case ef green legs, 
which must not be mere than 18 inches in 
diameter at the butt. In case of dry 
timber there is no restriction as to size of 
logs allowed free and the settler is allowed 
all the lumber 3,000 lineal feet will make.

Free Press: Mr. Benjamin Davies, Can- 
adian government emigration agent at &t. 
Paul, arrived in the eity by the Great 
Nerthern yesterday, with a party of 25 
people from Minnesota, who have come to 
this commtry to settle. The party will 
divide and ge to three settlements, at Port- 
age la Prairie, Lake Dauphin and Alberta, 


Mr. Ed. T. Holmes, who is associated 
with Mr. Davies in immigration work, left 
St. Paul for Alberta yesterday by the 
*‘Soo” line, witha party ef 63 settlers, 
They were made up of people chiefly from 
Minnesota, some from Michigan aad two 
from Wiseonain. 


Mr. Davies could have brought more with 
him, but he advised them to wait until the 
excarsions of March 29th and April 5th, 
whieh will be a better time for coming to 
mew country. There will be between 100 
and 150 in this party. The immigration 
from the northerm states this year will be 
enormous. Daring the winter Mr. Davies 
held 35 meetings through Minnesota, each 
attended by from 200 te 300 farmers, who 
are most desirous of information regarding 
Weaterr Canada. The prospeet of immi- 
gration for Western Canada never leoked 
more ¢ncouraging.

Regarding the rumors that have appeared 
in the eastern papers that the Canadian 
Northern (the amalgamated Dauphin and 
Southeastern roads) was to be extended 
west along the Saskatchewan valley and 
aeress British Columbia to the Pacific ocean, 
and referring to the statement of A. L 
Siftom at the late publie meeting at Cal- 
gary, that ‘‘arrangements have been made 
te build a railway te compete with the C. 
P. R. from Lake Superior to Edmenten,” 
the Winnipeg Tribune says : 

“If Mr. A. L. Sifton is 
positive knowledge, this is a most serious 
announsement. ‘A railway te cempete 
with the C. P. R.’ Does that mean anether 
corperation owned railway, which as a 
matter of fact wil] combine with its ‘com- 
petitor?’ Are we t> have the ©. P. R. 
contract over again, witk its immense land 
subsidy and its tax-exemptions? Is not 
one experience of that kind enough? The 
people of Canada cannot too soon awake to 
this question. Ifthe new transeontinental 
line is not te be a secend editien ef the C. 
P. R. with the latest improvements de- 
signed by railway promoters and bonus 
hunters, they must take heed to the build- 
ing of that part of the lime alresdy under 
way, and in connection with whieh gevern- 
ments at Ottawa, Torente and Winnipeg, 
have business on hand with Messrs. Mann 
& Mackenzie.”

Routledge states that 
he reached Chipewyan from olution on 
Feb. 6th, and expected to leave for Ver- 
milion and Peace River Crossing abeut 
the 14th, going up Peace Biver. Insp. 
Routledge says : 

** At Reselation I found some excitement 
in connection with mining matters, favor- 
able assays having been received by some 
miners from Chicago of samples of ore 
taken out by W. J. McLean. I visited the 
lead and silver loeations, about 50 miles 
southwest of Resolution, and tound that 
some 80 claims had been staked off. Many 
of the persons who had staked claims had 
afterwards gone down the river. A cen- 
siderable number of claims will be staked 
off early this. spring at Fond du Lac on 
Great Slave lake, about 150 miles from 
Resolution. Ifthe Slave lake finds turn 
out satisfactorily the men who went down 
the river will retern. There are some 250 
men at Fort Norman. The mounted police 
corporal fermerly at Fort Smith has been 
removed to Resolution and given temporary 
charge of the registering ef miving elaims 
and collection of fees.”

RE HOSPITALS—THE WHITE MAN’S 
BURDEN. 


Mr. Eprror :—Can you or your readers 
tell why the burden of the support of 
hospitals should be borne by devoted sisters 
of charity, medical men, willing workers, 
and philanthropic public spirited people 
generally and not by the government by an 
equal tax on the whole community bene- 
fitted? Why should the town of Edmonton 
bear the burden of the whole district served 
by the Edmonton hospital ; and why should 
the more charitable inhabitants of the town 
bear their own share as well as that of 
others who will not take any part in bearing 
the burden? Is there any reason why the 
government should grant aid to and levy 
taxes for educational purposes which would 
not be an equally valid reason for doing 
likewise for sanitary and hospital purposes ? 
I ask, is public health of less importance 
than public education. 


_ The government, by granting partial as- 
sistance to hospitals, has recognized its 
duty in that respect but it does not go far 
enough. Why cannot the hospital system 
be run and controlled on similar lines to 
those adopted in regard to public schools?
